Philadelphia, Aug. 8.— (Special.) — 
Louis S. Amonson has resigned as first 
vice-president of the Insurance Company 
of the State of Pennsylvania and of the 
Union of Philadelphia, effective Sept. 1, 
to supervise a new conflagration-proof 
company, the National American. Of the 
capital and surplus of two millions, over 
half is now subscribed. Mr. Amonson 
will be associated with Thomas K. Ober, 
Jr., a prominent business man with im- 
portant financial connections; also H. P. 
Magill of Chicago, a well-known fire un- 
derwriter; Vice-President Schwab of the 
German-American Trust Company of 
Paterson, N. J., and James F. Stone, of 
Stone, Mathews & Co. Prominent 
bankers, merchants and manufacturers, 
representing various states, will compose 
the board of directors, a list of “whom 
will be announced later. 

During Mr. Amonson’s connection with 
the Union, in seven months the business 
doubled. He leaves the company in first- 
class condition. Second Vice-President 
M. Joseph Nowlan will succeed him as 
first vice-president of the Union.

EXPECT DEVELOPMENTS EARLY 


TIME LIMIT WILL SOON EXPIRE 








Claimants Walting Until Aug. 18 to See 
What Course Companies Will Pur- 
sue as to Settlements 





San Francisco, Aug. 8—(Special Corre- 
spondence).—Those who are in close 
touch with the business interests here, 
especially those interests of large magni- 
tude, do not hesitate to say that Aug. 18 
will mark a new epoch in the San Fran- 
cisco conflagration loss. On that day 
the limit expires for filing proofs of loss. 
Then the companies will be asked to pay 
or deny liability. Some companies seem 
to have evolved a system for taking ex- 
ception to the proofs filed in order to 
cause further delay. 

It is known here that a number of 
claimants that have refused compromise 
settlements on losses that have been ad- 
justed will make demand on the com- 
panies that have offered to compromise, 
and if payment is not made according to 
the figures agreed upon in the adjust- 
ment suits will be filed. Where com- 
panies are demanding heavy compromises, 
50 percent for example, more drastic 
action will be taken. 

Hibernia Bank a Factor 

The Hibernia bank, which is owned 
by the famous Tobin family and is the 
largest bank on the coast, will be the 
active force in bringing some companies 
to time. This bank loaned heavily to 
householders, taking mortgages as col- 
lateral and fire insurance policies to pro- 
tect the mortgages. 

In many of these cases a few com- 
panies are offering 50 percent settle- 
ments. The bank has urged its clients 
not to accept these figures. In most in- 
stances the bank has taken an assign- 
ment of a claim where it has been inter- 
ested in the mortgage and 1n other cases 
it has advanced money to claimants and 
taken an assignment. The officials of 
this bank state that they will wait until 
after Aug. 18 and then make a demand 
at the home offices of these companies 
for settlement in full. If this is refused 
it is likely that action will be begun for 
a receiver. This phase of the loss situa- 
tion seems particularly grave at this time. 
There. are only about one-half dozen 
companies mentioned in this connection, 

Varied Methods of Settlement ‘ 

There are numerous cases already ad- 
justed where the minority companies 
have paid in full and other companies 
have asked for discounts ranging from 
10 to 35 percent. These reductions were 
not received with favor by claimants and 
they announaed that they will make 
further demand after Aug. 18 and unless 
they can get a settlement in full, action 
will be begun in the courts. There are 
many wealthy houses in San Francisco 
that are not disposed to accept anything 
more than the regular banking discount. 
Some companies are offering a 10 per- 
cent reduction where cash is desired be- 
fore the sixty days are up. 

These large claimants are cooperating 
with each other and tHrough the various 
business organizations and their really 
fully equipped machinery, they have a 
line on every company and know exactly 
what they can expect. 

Considerable feeling has been aroused 
against a few companies that are paying 
cash without discount. The companies

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WEST VIRGINIA IN A PROTEST 


‘AGENTS BALK ON THE ADVANCE 








Claim That the Fiat Increase in Rates 
Cannot Be Defended as a Neces- 
sary Measure 





The situation in West Virginia follow- 
ing the promulgation of the new rates by 
the West Virginia Fire Underwriters As- 


sociation at its semiannual meeting is very 
uncertain. The new rates were to have 
taken effect July 31. The association 
stated that it was necessary to protect 
policyholders in view of the immediate 
necessity for an increase of reserves. 

The advance of 15 percent flat is made 
on buildings and 20 percent on contents 
in the conflagration districts of Charles- 
ton, Clarksburg, Grafton, Huntington, 
Parkersburg and Wheeling. On business 
outside of the conflagration districts there 
will be an advance of 10 percent. 

Classes That Are Excepted 

The excepted classes to which the rates 
do not apply are bonded whisky ware- 
houses, breweries, builders’ risks, coal 
mining properties, courthouses, churches, 
dwellings and private barns and contents, 
electric light and power plants other than 
frame, farm property, libraries, lumber 
with two hundred feet clear space, re- 
tail lumber yards, sprinkled risks, strictly 
fireproof buildings, schoolhouses, state 
and municipal buildings except asylums 
and infirmaries. Some of these cities 
have the pink slip, but the flat charge is 
in addition to the pink slip advance. 

There is an advance of 20 percent on all 
published and minimum rates on_ all 
classes unless mentioned in the list of ex- 
cepted classes in Bluefield, Cameron, 
Davis, Hinton, Mannington, Montgomery, 
New Martinsville, Peidmont, Ronceverte, 
Sistersville, St. Marys and Williamson. 

An advance of 15 percent on all pub- 
lished and minimum rates on all classes 
wherever located is made on towns not 
heretofore mentioned. 

Considerable Discussion Arose 

When the the matter of advance in 
rates came up there was considerable dis- 
cussion. It seems that the executive com- 
mittee had submitted the plan to some of 
the New York offices and it was approved. 
Many of the western special agents, es- 
pecially those connected with companies 
that are having no trouble to pull through 
the San Francisco disaster, opposed vig- 
orously any increase in rates. 

They took the ground that West Vir- 
ginia had a low loss ratio; rates were as 
high as they could be without inviting 
competition, increased rates would play 
into the hands of outside companies, mu- 
tuals and underwriters’ concerns. The 
eastern members, together with the help 
of some of the southern and western men, 
carried the day. 

Local Agents Are Protesting 

West Virginia agents are now in an 
uproar regarding this advance and al- 
ready the local boards of Charleston, 
Huntington, Clarksburg, Grafton, Parkers- 
burg and Wheeling have passed resolu- 
tions protesting against the advance and 
the resolutions are being sent to all the 
companies. The business organizations 
are holding meetings and taking steps to 
thwart the increase. The local agents 
claim that they cannot defend the advance 
to their customers. The 25 percent ad- 
vance in 1902, they declare, has put West 
Virginia in good shape. The local agents 
claim that West Virginia rates are 
higher than those in Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania and that the public is making com- 
parison and__ showing discrimination 
against West Vi irginia. 

It is generally thought that the com- 
panies will have considerable trouble in 
collecting the advance owing to the op- 
position of the local agents in all parts of 
the state. 

On account of the recent advance in 
rates for West Virginia, especially for 
the congested district of cities and 
towns, the retail druggists of Huntington 
have formed an organization on the co- 
operative plan, in connection with the 





National Druggists Association, and will 
drop their insurance in the stock com- 
panies. Similar action by merchants in 
other branches is being agitated.

The Northern Assurance Company an- 
nounces that Herbert Stannard Gaylord, 
who for the past four years has been 
assistant secretary of the London board, 
has been appointed to the position of 
secretary. This means that Mr. Gaylord 
is the coming Northern man, although 
all hope that many years will elapse be- 
fore General Manager H. E. Wilson sur- 
renders the premier position which he 
has occupied with such marked distinc- 
tion for many years past. Mr. Gaylord 
has come to the front very rapidly. In 
the year 1901 he was promoted to the 
control of the company’s Birmingham 
branch, because he had been so success- 
ful in the comparatively unimportant 
office at Nottingham. In 1902 he was at 
the head office of the company as assist- 
ant secretary; now, in 1906, his title is 
that of secretary, and this will probably 
be changed to general manager when the 
inevitable vacancy arises. 


A. H. Harris Makes Change 


A. H. Harris, well known in the 
southeastern field, has accepted the chair- 
manship of the Virginia committee of 
the Southeastern Tariff Association and 
will arrange to assume his new duties in 
the near future. Mr. Harris at present 
is secretary of the agency department of 
the Girard Fire & Marine and: has re- 
luctantly resigned that position to take 
the preferred chairmanship. 





Coming to the Front 


The Michigan Fire & Marine is doing 
good work these days, in spite of its 
San Francisco losses. Vice-President 
Whitney is one of the best known of 
the western company officials. He has 
a good set of field men and a fine lot 
of agents, who are determined to push 
the Michigan Fire & Marine to the front 
and make it a factor wherever it op- 
erates. 





A. D. T. Alarm System Growing 

A fire prevention device that is grow- 
ing considerably in Michigan is the 
still alarm and American District Tele- 
graph system for checking up watchmen 
employed in large plants. By the A. D. T. 
system the failure of a watchman to 
report is at once noted by the A. D. T. 
office and a boy is sent immediately to 
find the cause of the delinquence. All 
failures are reported to the inspection 
bureau, and if they become numerous 
the matter is taken up with the assured. 
Five cents is the usual reduction in 
rate allowed for this service, and it is 
sufficient to cause its installation in 
many plants.

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GENERAL NEWS FROM FRISCO 


BIG BANK BECOMING A FACTOR 





Hibernia Is Having Claims Assigned to 
It Where It Holds the Mortgage and 
Will Force Action 





San Francisco, Aug. 8—(Special.)— 
Col. William Macdonald has resigned the 
coast agency of the London & Lancashire, 
and Col. D. E. Miles accompanies his 
chief. Dissatisfaction with the com- 
pany’s method of paying losses and its 
refusal to consult him in adjusting is 
believed to be the cause. Regarding the 
company’s course of conduct a repre- 
sentative speaks as follows: “We are in 
dire straits because of our continental 
treaty of reinsurance. We have nearly 
$4,000,000 with the German companies 
that have denied liability. These insist 
that every building in San Francisco col- 
lapsed in the earthquake and warn us 
that if we pay any losses it will be out- 
side of our contract.” 


San Francisco, Aug. 8—(Special.)— 
Monday, after suit had been begun by 
the McKee estate for $12,000, the claim 
was paid in full by the National Fire 
of Hartford. Payment was resisted on 
the ground that the building had been 
dynamited. 


San Francisco, Aug. 8—(Special.)-- 
Suits are piling up in the superior court 
against the Austrian Phcenix, Milwaukee 
Mechanics, Dutchess, Spring Garden, 
Transatlantic, Williamsburg City and 
North German. 


San Francisco, Aug. 8—(Special.)—- 
™. report already circulated that the 
Notth British & Mercantile intended to 
withdraw from the coast is strongly 
denied by Manager Tom Grant. He 
claims that the company has released the 
old premises and will remain with San 
Francisco permanently. 


San Francisco, Aug. 8—(Special.)-- 
The grand jury met Tuesday afternoon 
to continue the investigation of the Eagle 
Fire Insurance Company. H. C. Quinby, 
the corporation’s attorney, has been di- 
rected to bring the records of the Eagle 
if it takes a dray to get them there, as 
the inquisitors are anxious to get at the 
business methods of the company. 


San Francisco, Aug. 8—(Special.)—A 
movement to finance the assets of the 
Firemans Fund is on foot, which may 
reach a conclusion within a week. Large 
stockholders and prominent policyholders 
are lending their assistance, and the offi- 
cers of the company today state that the 
outlook has brightened materially, and 
the belief is strengthened that the com- 
pany will be able, with little difficulty, to 
pay one hundred cents on the” dollar. 


San Francisco, Aug. 8&—(Special.)— 
The grand jury yesterday issued sub- 
peenas for John Doe Henry, foreign rep- 
resentative of the London & Lancashire, 
and for the adjusters for the German of 
Freeport and the Transatlantic. They 
will be held before the inquisitorial body 
and asked to explain the methods em- 
ployed by them in settling losses. 


Oakland, Cal. Aug. 8 —(Special.)— 
Managers here whose companies rein- 
sured some of their business in the 
Transatlantic and Austrian Phoenix as 
well as some other German companies 
are growing uneasy as to what dispo- 
sition these companies will take on re- 
insurance policies. No satisfaction can 

gotten from them and they refuse 
to answer letters. Evidently they -are 
following the policy of discreet silence. 


Oakland, Aug. 8.—(Special Correspond- 
ence).—There is a difference of opinion 
among adjusters on the coast as to what 
will be the effect on companies when the 
second sixty days’ extension of time for 
filing proofs of loss ends.

days ended June 18, but this was gen- 
erally extended to August 18. By August 
18 all the proofs must be filed and every 
company then will have notice of claims 
against it. Whether this will force com- 
panies that are holding back to do some- 
thing to take care of their liability re- 
mains to be seen. 

It is estimated that of the thirty-five 
millions estimated as salvage not more 
than five millions will be realized and 
this, considered with the sum unrecover- 
able as reinsurance, will bring the total 
loss up to fully two hundred millions, a 
large portion of which falls due one week 
from next Saturday. 

While most companies now are adjust- 
ing their losses as rapidly as they can, 
there is a group that follow the system 
of delay because they are not able to pay 
their losses in full at the present time. 
It is getting to be more and more the im- 
pression of close observers on the ground 
that the companies that are endeavoring 
to compromise at 50 percent will not be 
able to carry their campaign through. 

To Stir Up Organizations 


Fire Commissioner John S. Parry left 
San Francisco Tuesday night to investi- 
gate the water systems of Detroit, Phila- 
delphia and New York in behalf of the 
San Francisco fire department. He will 
also attend the grand aerie of the Eagles 
at Milwaukee on August 14 to introduce 
a resolution requesting united action by 
members of the order canceling all poli- 
cies declared unfair by the local aeries. 
The same resolution will be introduced 
at the meeting of the executive board of 
the National Association of Cigar Deal- 
ers, of which organization he is the third 
vice-president. 

The Bank of California has sent its 
patrons a list of insurance companies 
acceptable by it as security, and this in 
connection with the small lines now car- 
ried by individual companies that have 
been divested of reinsurance facilities 
makes it difficult to obtain protection for 
goods in warehouse or while surrounded 
by the frame range construction now 
constituting nearly the entire business 
portion of San Francisco. 

Hibernia Bank’s Move 

The Hibernia Bank, the largest banking 
institution on the coast, loaned large 
amounts on property, taking mortgages 
backed by insurance policies. In case of 
some companies that had paid high com- 
missions to get this class of business, it is 
not able to collect more than 50 percent 
or so. This bank is now having claims 
against these companies assigned to it, and 
as soon as the time for filing — ends, 
demands will be made on the home offices 
for payment in full. If then attempts are 
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made to compromise it is likely that ap- 
plication will be made for a receiver. The 
Hibernian Bank people are fighters and 
will, no doubt, make much trouble. 
Says Companies Will Pay Out 
Attorney C. E. Kinard, chairman of a 
committée appointed last Saturday to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the Firemans 
Fund and the Home Fire. & Marine in 
behalf of the organized policyholders, 
Monday night reported to the organiza- 
tion as his belief that all claims against 
the two companies will be paid dollar for 
dollar. In presenting his report Mr. 
Kinard said: “I know what I am talk- 
ing about, though I may not at this time 
take you into my confidence. I have 
conferred with the Merchants’ League and 
I have seen President Dutton and his 
directors. I have obtained additional in- 
formation from some policyholders. In 
one week I promise to tell you all, to 
give you glad tidings that will prove my 
words of to-night.” 
President Dutton’s Views 
President Dutton of the Firemans Fund 
feels that it will be to the interest of 
claimants to keep out of court. He is 
anxious to realize every dollar possible 
on the Home F. & M. and Firemans 
Fund. He declares that if the courts are 
resorted to, there will be less coming to 
the policyholders because of the expenses. 
Speaking again of the reinsurance deal 
with the Firemens Fund corporation, 
President Dutton contends that this trans- 
action was made when it was supposed 
the old company was solvent. Much of 
the business, he says, has been actually 
absorbed by the new company by the 
issuance of new policies or endorsement. 
Wolf Orders Impairment Made Up 
Commissioner Wolf of California has 
notified the old Firemans Fund and Home 
Fire & Marine that they will be given 
four weeks in which to make up the de- 
ficiency between assets and liability. At 
the end of that time if this is not done, 
he will revoke the licenses of these com- 
panies and will ask the attorney-general 
to wind up their affairs. The old Fire- 
mans Fund has already reinsured in the 
new Firemens Fund Insurance Corpora- 
tion and the Home has quit business. 
President Dutton of the two companies 
announced to a committee of policyholders 
that if there is any balance due policy- 
holders on loss settlements he will pay 
his share from his personal funds. 
Outlines Its Plans 
“Before the insurance commissioner can 
bring suit to decide our companies’ in- 
solvent he must give us certain time in 
which to repair our capital,” said Presi- 
dent Dutton of the Firemans Fund and 
Home Fire & Marine Monday. “Then 
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should we not comply with his demand he 
may commence proceedings in insolvency. 
The formal demand he will make under 
Section 601 of the Political Code is that 
we repair our capital by an assessment 
upon the stockholders for such an amount 
as will make up the impaired capital ex- 
clusive of assets needed to pay all ascer- - 
tained liabilities for losses reported, for 
expenses and taxes and exclusive of the 
entire premiums received from outstand- 
ing risks. Now we are not required to 
comply with that demand. We don’t 
propose that either company shall resume 
business; we are prepared to admit in- 
solvency. 

“But we recognize that our stockholders 
are liable for their proportion of the 
liabilities and we are advised that this 
liability may be enforced by suits brought 
against the stockholders themselves. 

“In my opinion the policyholders are 
mortgagees; to secure those mortgagees 
every dollar of the assets of the com- 
pany is pledged. I am now foreclosing 
and realizing all the available assets to 
turn over to the creditors. Then when 
we have paid every dollar we can raise 
and there still remains an unpaid balance 
we stand ready to give each creditor a 
deficiency judgment for the balance due 
him. I will then appeal to the stock- 
holders to pay up their respective shares 
of the deficiency and if we find stock- 
holders who can pay and won't, we'll do 
our best to make them. 

“But in our opinion, as in that of our 
counsel, an assessment at this time will 
be an unwise proceeding. We are only 
required to comply with the insurance 
commissioner’s demand in case we desire 
to stay in business, which we don’t, be- 
cause we can’t. The stockholders’ lia- 
bility law we propose to enforce, but in 
another way.” 

Vice-President Faymonville said to-day: 
“About all the money I had was invested 
in Firemans Fund stock. I will sacrifice 
all I have including my home to meet 
my obligations as best I can.” 

Will Pay Small Losses 

The Commercial Union, Palatine and 
Alliance issue the following statement 
relative to policies not exceeding $500: 

There are a considerable number of per- 
sons holding policies of the above named 
companies whose individual losses in the 
aggregate under said policies will not ex- 
ceed $500, and the companies as to these 
claimants and in those cases in which 
fire did not start upon the premises as the 
result of the earthquake, and in which 
the property was not destroyed or seri- 
ously damaged by the earthquake, have 
concluded to waive the defense oth 
open under the earthquake clause of their 


licies and to adjust and settle such 
osses.

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Difference of Opinion Among Attorneys 
as to the Interpretation and Construc- 
tion of Armstrong Measures 





New York, Aug. 8.—(Special.)—There 
is still considerable uncertainty in the 
east as to the Armstrong life insurance 
laws. Eminent attorneys differ in their 
interpretation and construction of these 
statutes. Very few companies have come 
to any decision, although they are being 
importuned strongly by their agents for 
definite information. 

Some companies find that they are hav- 
ing hard work in holding their men, 
owing to the uncertainty, although a 
number of agents are still hanging on 
until they find out what the companies 
have to offer. In the meantime some of 
them are in touch with companies which 
will not comply with the New York laws 
and are ready to change if found ad- 
visable. 

Chance of Amendments 

It is thought here that as soon as the 
legislature meets there will be a change 
in some of the laws, in order to avoid 
friction and not to hamper the compa- 
nies unnecessarily, 

Recently the Massachusetts companies, 
the Mutual Benefit and some of the Phil- 
adelphia companies held a_ conference 
here to talk over the new laws and to 
get an interchange of views regarding 
them. It was found impossible for the 
companies to come to any decision. Un- 
derwriters here claim that any effort to 
get the companies to agree along definite 
lines is impracticable, as too many ex- 
ecutives have views at variance with 
each other. One or two of the executives 
advised retiring from New York, pro- 
vided a sufficient number of the high- 
toned companies would agree to do so. 
This movement, however, found but little 
support. It is said in the east that the 
Penn Mutual would be glad to pull out 
if it had a good company to accompany 
it. 

Will Write Old Policy Forms 

The Mutual Benefit declares that it 
will write its same _ policies that it 
is now issuing in New York, but will 
comply with the law in other respects. 
It has secured the opinion of eminent 
counsel that it is not forced to write 
the standard policy, as prescribed for 
New York companies. 

Some of the New York Life agents 
fear even yet that they may be deprived 
of their Nylic payments in the future, 
although it is difficult to see how a court 
could deprive Nylics of what is really 
a renewal. The stumbling block, how- 
ever, comes in the rule of the company 
that the trustees each year must vote 
the allowance for Nylic purposes. If 
there is any attempt to hold back the 
payments a test case will be made in 
court. 





WITHHOLDS HIS DECISION 


Judge Seaman of the United States 
court at Milwaukee will withhold his 
decision as to whether he will take 
hold of the safety fund of the Mil- 
waukee Mechanics and distribute it 
until the claimants in San Francisco 
can be heard. Two claimants filed a 
petition in Judge Seaman’s court ask- 
ing that a ‘sum of $1,500,000 be set 
aside and distributed by the court to 
claimants on a pro rata basis. The 
Milwaukee Mechanics operated under 
the safety fund law of Wisconsin, and 
since the conflagration its movements 
have had to be shaped according to 
the status governing the safety fund. 
Whether an attempt will be made to 
test the constitutionality of this law 
remains to be seen.

Since the San Francisco fire, fourteen 
companies have retired with $10,408,975 
funds; twelve new companies have begun 
business or are ng organized, with 
$8,262,500 funds, and twenty-nine old com- 
panies have added $23,960,000 to their re- 
sources by assessment or sale of new stock. 





Clause 


After some opposition by certain 
companies the majority have voted in 
favor of a uniform advisory reinsur- 
ance clause and the governing com- 
mittee has announced the adoption of 
the following: 

REINSURANCE CLAUSE. 

This policy is issued as reinsurance to 
apply to policy No. —— of the ———————_ 
Insurance Company, and is subject to the 
same risks, privileges, conditions and en- 
dorsements (except changes of location), 
assignments, changes of interest or of 
rate, valuations and modes of settlement, 
as are or may be assumed or adopted by 
the said company. 

The amount payable under this policy 
shall bear the same ratio to the amount 
payable by the reinsured company under 
any and all policies upon the property 
specified and contained within the limits 
described herein, that the amount of this 
reinsurance in force at the time of loss 
shall bear to the total amount insured by 
the reinsured company, upon such prop- 
erty in force at the time of such loss, and 
shall be paid at the same time and in the 
same manner as payment shall be made 
by said reinsured company. Other rein- 
surance permitted without notice until re- 
quired. ‘ 

Where a retainer clause is desired 
to be attached to the foregoing re- 
insurance clause the following should 
be used: 

The reinsured company shall retain at 
its own risk, on the identical property 
covered at the time of any loss, by this 
policy, over and: above all its reinsurance 
thereon, an amount equal to the amount 
of this policy upon such property, and, 
failing so to do, the amount which would 
otherwise be payable under this policy by 
means of said loss shall be proportion- 
ately reduced. 

An affirmative vote having been cast, 
the governing committee announces 
that upon all sprinkled risks and upon 
all other properties where a_ reduction 
in rate is made for a watchman the 
following clause shall be attached to 
the policies: 

It is hereby warranted by the assured 
that a watchman shall constantly be on 
duty in the premises herein described 
nights, Sundays and holidays, and at all 
times when the said premises are not in 
operation or open for business, and, fail- 
ing to do so, this policy shall be null and 
void. 


German of Indiana Coming Up 

The German Fire of Indiana is one 
of the companies not involved at San 
Francisco that comes to the front with 
a strong semiannual showing. The as- 
sets increased during the first six 
months from $517,850 to $532,278 and 
the surplus from $119,726 to $126,292. 


The stockholders of the Dixie Fire of 
Greensboro, N. C., recently chartered, have 
held an organization meeting and decided 
to begin business August 15. The capital 
stock, $500,000, and the surplus fund, $250,- 
000, have been fully paid in, making it the 
largest company in North Carolina and one 
of the largest in the south.

PROGRESS OF RECEIVERSHIP 


Losses of the Traders so far have 
averaged 80 percent of the face of the 
policies. The receiver has five adjust- 
ers at work in Frisco. The ability of 
the company to collect about $1,800,000 
of reinsurance is yet to be determined. 
The court holds that all policies were 
canceled by appointment of a receiver as 
of May 5, and are entitled to pro rata 
return premium.

DANGER IN THE MOVEMENT 


The instructions given out by Mayor 
Dunne of Chicago that the double pla- 
toon system be put into effect in one 
battalion in Chicago is the entering 
wedge of trades unionism in the fire de- 
partment. This rule applies now to the 
battalion covering the downtown district 
of Chicago. The majority of the men 
do not want it, but pressure has been 
brought to bear by the Chicago Ameri- 
can, Hearst’s paper, and the Firemens 
Union, an organization of some of the 
firemen, to have this platoon system put 
into effect. Fire Chief Horan and his 
assistants are decidedly opposed to the 
measure, believing that it is inadvisable 
with the appropriation and number of 
men that can be employed by the de- 
partment at the present time. Mayor 
Dunne, however, as a political measure, 
yielded to the demands of the labor ele- 
ment. Insurance men see grave danger 
in this step, fearing that it will ultimately 
mean that the fire department will be 
unionized. Mayor Dunne evidently means 
to take entire control of the department 
himself, as was seen in his indefensible 
attack and removal of Chief Campion. 
In that instance he simply bowed down 
to the Chicago American, and is doing 
the same thing in the platoon matter.

LEAVES WRONG IMPRESSION 


The Merchants Fire Association of 
Whiting, Ind., an underground surplus 
liner, has printed in bold letters at the 
top of its stationery, “Licensed by the 
State of Pennsylvania.” Insurance Com- 
missioner Martin of Pennsylvania states 
that the concern is not licensed by his 
department and does not comply with 
the insurance laws. It is only registered 
as a corporation with the secretary of 
state, which means nothing insurance- 
wise.

FEW CHANGES BEING MADE 


Special agents are making but few 
changes in the local agency field these 
days. The San Francisco losses may cause 
some retirements and create desirable 
openings.

WRITE STOCKS FOR TERM 


Some of the companies report that 
those hard hit in ’Frisco which are try- 
ing to work up an increased business are 
taking stocks at the same term rates 
applying to buildings in some towns.

FIDELITY GETTING PLANTED 

The Fidelity of New York is now 
getting pretty well planted in the west- 
ern field.

The two compa- 
nies will therefore have entirely separate 
plants, and will be dealing with a dif- 
ferent set of agencies. The Fidelity will 
not write heavily in congested districts, 
it limiting its holding in the Chicago 
business district, for example, to $500,- 
ooo. The Fidelity is only paying 15 per- 
cent flat for business in the congested 
districts, declaring it can get more than 
it desires at that figure The Continental 





is not pushing for business in down- 
town districts of big cities, taking only 
what it can easily absorb.

DEMAND AN EARTHQUAKE CLAUSE 

There is considerable agitation among 
the companies as to the demand of the 
reinsurance companies for an earthquake 
clause on all policies issued in California. 
Since the San Francisco disaster these 
companies have come forth with the ur- 
gent demand that an earthquake clause be 
used, They desire a clause that will re- 
lieve them of liability from any damage 
by earthquake, either directly or indi- 
rectly. The companies that have rein- 
surance in these treaty companies hardly 
know where they stand at the present 
time. The public in this country is not 
educated up to an earthquake clause, as 
is seen in California, where the policy- 
holders of companies having a definite 
earthquake clause, are organized to try 
to get their claims paid. Some compa- 
nies having the earthquake clause are pay- 
ing their losses as a matter of policy. 
Some of the companies here think that 
it will be necessary for the public to be 
advised of the nature of their policies in 
order that they may know in advance 
that the companies do not cover earth- 
quake losses.

As the application of the advance in 
trates becomes more general in Cleveland, 
the merchants are waking up to the fact 
that their protection will cost them more 
money in the future, and late last week 
some of them put up a vigorous protest.

The rates may 
be reduced by improvements and changes 
that may be recommended, but if allowed 
to remain as they are nothing can be 
done. 

The Forest City Varnish Company has 
completed a new plant which is said to 
come about as near the ideal as possible 
frors an insurance standpoint. In the first 
place it has been erected as nearly fire- 
proof as possible. The elevator and stair- 
way are in a well built outside of the 
buildin and connect with the various 
floors through openings protected by auto- 
matic doors. The power plant is detached 
and sprinkled. The boiling vats are some 
distance away from the buildings and are 
so constructed as to be safe as they can 
be made. It is said that this is the best 
piece of work that ever been done 
on a varnish plant; in fact, is something 
new in the way of construction, almost 
all of the wants of the insurance men 
being anticipated. The owners took pains 
to make everything right, that they may 
receive the benefits through a low rate.

BOWLING GREEN RATE TROUBLE 





American Agency Bulletin Publishes Some 
Interesting Correspondence Relative to 
National Assoclation’s Negotiations 





The American Agency Bulletin for 
July gives an account of the Bowling 
Green (Ohio) rate war, including the 
correspondence that passed between Sec- 
retary Putnam, Special Agent Monrose 
and President Evans of the Continental. 
Secretary Putnam in an editorial reply- 
ing to the criticism that the Bowling 
Green trouble is of rather small mo- 
ment and not worthy of the importance 
attached to it by the association, says: 


The importance of the rate war at Bow- 
ling cannot ified. It contains 
every element of danger which may at 
any time face local agents anywhere. No 
town is too small and no agent too “little 
folk” to command the service of the National 
association if there. be an honest griev- 


ance. There are “giants’’ concerned at 
Bowling Green, but they are companies 
and not agents. * * * The knowledge 


that an agent in a small place can have 
his complaints and issues fought out be- 
fore the entire underwriting world, claim- 
ing and receiving the moral support of 
agents everywhere, is the factor in the 
organization which makes it strong and 
powerful to accomplish the reforms at 
which it aims. 


As a result of the negotiations, Presi- 
dent Evans finally stated that Mr. Lan- 
ning would write Mr. Monrose and see 
what can be done in the way of fixing 
up the trouble that now exists. 

Secretary Putnam adds to the cor- 
respondence published the following: 


Subsequent reports from Bowling Green 
indicate that the Loomis mcy has dis- 
continued aggressively attac the busi- 
ness of other agents, but rates still remain 
open and policies are written at cut rates, 
especially where the insured has been in- 
cited to cancellation on his own account 
as the result of the advertisement of open 


rates. 

Following this another complication has 
arisen. Bowling Green agents party to 
the agreement of April 5, reported that 
the Wilson agency had been cutting rates 
on their business. When notified of this 
charge the Wilson agency replied that it 
was useless to attempt to write at tariff 
rates under existing conditions and that 
other agents were taking the same posi- 
tion. Following this statement, further re- 
ports were secured from Bowling Green 
agents to the effect that all were living 
up to the agreement and not cutting rates 
in any case except to meet competition 
originated by the ilson or Loomis agen- 


cles. 

The National association thereupon is- 
sued a notice to Wilson and all other 
Bowling Green agents that unless those 
party to the agreement stood by each other 
and respected each other’s business it 
would be impossible to do anything towards 
restoring harmony and good practices. 
Since then the situation has been better 
than it was. 


Objectionable Clause 
Objection is made to the following 
clause embodied in policies for the 
John C. Roth Packing Company at 
Cincinnati: 
This company will not be liable for any 
loss occasioned by explosion of steam or 


by accident to the buildings unless fire 
ensues, and then for loss or damage by 
fire only, which loss shall be determined 
by the value of the property 
after such explosion or accident. 

It is pointed out that if the building 
falls by accident other than fire, under 
existing policy conditions the insur- 
ance is void, and the above clause is, 
no doubt, intended to waive that policy 








provision. The assured, evidently, have 
been reading of San Francisco. 





REPORT MADE AS TO SANDUSKY 





Ohio Fire Prevention Association Shows 
That But Few Improvements Have 
Been Made as Previously Suggested 





The report of the Ohio Fire Preven- 
tion Association on the Sandusky inspec- 
tion made recently is interesting. Little 
improvement, the report says, has been 
made in the waterworks system since the 
report of August, 1904, and the recom- 
mendations were not carried out. The 
small mains have not been replaced with 
larger ones, and all the extensions have 
been made with 8-inch pipe. The short 
main pipe has not been replaced with 
36-inch pipe, as suggested, and no ad- 
ditional intake has been constructed. 
There was a serious shortage during 
low-water time last year, and the intake 
ipe was in danger of being exposed 
its entire length. - 

* * * 


The number of dead ends has been in- 
creased by extensions and no effort has 
been made to form a complete circulation 
system of the pipes. The Worthington 
pump has been repaired and is ready for 
use in case of emergencies. The stand- 
pipe has been scraped and is in good 
condition. The mains have not been 
damaged by corrosion or electrolysis. 
Ordinarily the pipes carry a pressure of 
from forty-five to sixty pounds, and dur- 
ing a fire from sixty-five to seventy. In 
connection with the Ohio Inspection 
Bureau, a request has been made that 
another intake be constructed and the 
circulation system completed. 

Improvements have been made in the 
fire department and now more and better 
apparatus is employed than formerly and 
the number of men has been increased. 
The comments on this subject were fa- 
vorable in almost everything. 

oe 

The report on electrical matters was 
not what could be wished. The lighting 
service consists of a 500-volt alternating 
current and all motors are operated un- 
der a 500-volt current, when 220 would 
be more desirable. The superintendent of 
the lighting plant, who makes the in- 
spections, says that every precaution is 
taken to safeguard property. The ex- 
terior wiring to a limited extent is of the 
approved system, in that the company 
uses its own poles instead of telephone 
poles. The new service connections are 
all standard. Low and high tension 
wires are fairly well insulated from each 
other and the trolley and feeder systems 
are fair. Many of the interior installa- 
tions are old and defective, but are being 
made standard slowly. Arc lamps are 
generally connected in multiple arc. All 
new installations are being made with 
approved material and contractors are co- 
operating in an endeavor to render the 
system better. Generally transformers 
are outside of buildings. There is a gen- 
eral disposition to correct the evils that 
exist in the city, but the committee feels 
that there should be an electrical inspec- 
tor in order to make matters safe and 
secure the best results. ‘ 


The report of the law and order com- 
mittee shows that there has been no legis- 
lation yet regarding buildings or elec- 
trical matters. The city officers have 
promised to do all they can to bring into 
existence ordinances to govern these mat- 
ters. The committee also suggests that 
it would be well to take up this subject 
in all towns where nothing has been 
done, and there are many of them in 
the state. It was also suggested that the 
ideas of the committee should be pre- 
sented to organizations of fire chiefs, 
telephone and telegraph companies and 
other corporations that are interested in 
matters of the kind. 


Hazards in Apartment Houses 
Companies that are writing apartment 
houses in the large cities of Ohio at 
40 and 50 cents will do well to inspect 
carefully. In many of those buildings 


the tenants do their own painting and 
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pering, and there are veritable paint 
inope in the basement, a hazard that 
many inspectors seem to overlook.

COMMENT ON THE MARSHALSHIP 





If Any Change Is to Be Made the Fire 
Insurance Men Desire H. H. Hol- 
lenbeck Appointed 





It is said that Fire Marshal Creamer 
has promised a committee of insurance 
men that he will make no further changes 
in staff for some time at least. The in- 
surance men desire the retention of the 
proficient and well trained men of the de- 
partment, instead of the introduction of 
new men who know nothing about the 
work. They have always taken great in- 
terest in the department and believe that, 
if operated as it should be, the results 
will be valuable both to the public and 
to the insurance companies. 

The committee first called upon the 
governor and intimated that they objected 
to Hy. D. Davis because he used the of- 
fice force for furthering political moves. 
The governor is said to have intimated 
in a joking way that there is also a little 
political feeling down in the heart of the 
present fire marshal. The real wishes of 
the insurance men are that H. H. Hollen- 
beck should be made fire marshal, not 
because of any political good that he has 
done, but because he is peculiarly fitted 
for the work of the office and has shown 
that he can produce good results in al- 
most every case he undertakes. 

Fire Marshal Creamer has made a good 
start in the work of his office and if he 
remains will doubtless make a record for 
himself.

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INDIANA SITUATION IMPROVED 





Despite Difficulties In Getting Fleld Or- 
ganizations Together It Now Looks as 
If Advance Would Be Secured 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 8&—(Special 
Correspondence.)—It now looks as if the 
rate situation in Indiana would shortly 
be cleared up. It is understood that the 
nonunion companies, generally recogniz- 
ing the need of an advance in rates, and 
the union companies, desiring to avoid 
friction, have brought about an arrange- 
ment by which the advances on unprofit- 
able classes will be made effective by all 
classes of companies, while no action is 
taken on the adoption of the Dean sched- 
ule, one of the greatest rocks on which 
the split has occurred.

‘Last Thursday the Indiana league held 
a meeting, followed by a joint conference 
with the committee of the state board. 
At the latter the board offered a resolu- 
tion for the repromulgation of the ad- 
vance on unprofitable classes over the 
signatures of Secretary Sellers of the 
board and Surveyor Clark of the league. 
To this the league agreed to consent if 
an amendment would be added that the 
advance should not be withdrawn with- 
out joint consent. The board refused to 
make this addition, the committee claim- 
ing not to have authority therefor. The 
claim of the league is that, after the 
advance should be made under a reso- 
lution of this nature without its amend- 
ment, the work of rerating the state un- 
der the Dean schedule would be pushed 
and the new rates produced thereby used 
to displace the advances. 

Following this meeting, Fred S. Pen- 
field, state agent of the Germania, and 
A. J. Dillon, state agent of the Conti- 
nental, went to Chicago to confer with 
their managers. It is understood that 
some interesting sessions were held, and 
it was found that the governing commit- 
tee was anxious that some settlement be 
reached, and was willing to make some 
concessions to effect it. As a result of 
this visit it was understood that, at a 
joint meeting of the committee of the 
board and league Monday, a resolution 
satisfactory to the league would be of- 
ferred by the board, the resolution to be 
similar to the one offered by the board 
last Thursday. Although this resolution 
was the one that the league declined to 
consider without amendment, it was un- 
derstood that, on further consideration, it 
would probably be accepted. 

* * * 

At a league meeting held Monday that 
body was persuaded, after much reluct- 
ance, to instruct its committee to accept 
the original resolution when offered. The 
joint committee of the two organizations 
met Monday night, and there was so 
much interest manifested by the members 
of both bodies that, not only the com- 
mittees, but many of the members, were 
also present. After some jockeying, the 
board submitted a resolution which was 
the one expected, with an addition, how- 
ever, to the effect that the rerating of 
the state be pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible, the schedule to be used being “ap- 
proved and in use in many western 
states,” plainly meaning the Dean. This 
stopped further negotiations for the time 
and the league refused to consider the 
resolution. 

* * 

Special efforts had been made by the 
governing committee of the union to have 
companies instruct their special agents 
to be present at the meeting of the state 
board on Monday. There were twenty- 
six at the morning meeting. The ab- 
sence of some of the companies was 
conspicuous and received considerable 
comment. One member in the meeting 
charged certain union companies with in- 
directly trying to block the Dean sched- 
ule in Indiana, and declared that these 
companies were not in sympathy with the 
present movement. 

E. H. Forry, president of the In- 


association as mediator between state 
board and league in their differences, 
received answers from both, thanking 
him for his offer, lauding his association 
and its members, and tendering him re- 
newed assurances of the distinguished 
consideration of the two organizations. 
Each was sure that if the question was 
put to the local agents for decision they 
would fall in with the views of “this 
organization,” so to speak.

Michigan Fire Protection Notes 


The board of water commissioners at 
Lansing, Mich., has let the contract’ for 
constructing an auxiliary pumas sta- 
tion, at cost of $2,500. The building will 
be located at intersection of Townsend 
and Isaac streets, and wells are being 
driven there to furnish water supply. 

Fire Marshal Lemoin has again called 
the attention of the board of fire com- 
missioners of Grand Rapids, Mich., to the 
low water pressure this summer. He 
declared that when the Holly pump was 
shut down for repairs recently the short- 
age of water was serious. He recom- 
mended a duplicate set of pumps for the 
waterworks station. 

A new reserve pump of three million 
gallons’ capacity and two new boilers 
will be added to the waterworks equip- 
ment at Hillsdale, Mich. 

Six wells have been completed at the 
municipal waterworks station at Belding, 
Mich., and four more will be sunk. One 
of the pumps at the new plant was tried 
out recently and it raised 300 gallons a 
minute. 

Owosso, Mich., is facing a water famine 
and in the event of a fire the river must 
be turned into the mains. It is said that 
the pumping station needs new boilers, also 
probably a new pump. 

New wells sunk at Shelby, Mich., now 
give that village an ample water supply. 

Big Rapids, Mich., will expend about $9,- 
000 for improvement of the waterworks 
system on the east side. A new six-inch 
main will be iaid in Fourth avenue, Madi- 
son, Third avenue and Maple street to the 
Ward Bros. flooring mill, and an electric 
pump costing $1,300 has been ordered. 





Improvised on Union Form 

Agents at West Bay City, Mich., have 
improvised slightly on the union form 
of coinsurance and have attached to 
policies for W. D. Young & Co. the 
following: 

In consideration of the reduced premium 
it is hereby warranted by the assured that 
concurrent insurance to the amount of 90 
percent of the cash value of the property 
insured hereunder shall be maintained at 
all times during the life of this policy, 
providing such insurance can be procured 
by the insured. The assured hereby also 
agrees to make no claim for loss or dam- 
age on the property covered by this policy 
unless same shall exceed the sum of one 
hundred dollars. 

An assured’s claim that the neces- 
sary amount of insurance was not ob- 
tainable would do away with the ne- 
cessity of his being a coinsurer in 
event of loss, the objection to the 
above clause is apparent, and companies 
are insisting on substitution of the 
proper reduced-rate clause. 





To Have Better Protection 


The board of public works at Hancock, 
Mich., has passed a resolution recom- 
mending that the city council arrange for 
the purchase of a new pump with capac- 
ity of eight million gallons daily for the 
waterworks plant, also that the present 
10-inch trunk line leading from the sta- 
tion be replaced with two 16-inch mains, 
one from the station to Quincy street and 
the other to Water street. The matter 
of increasing the capacity of the city 
waterworks has been under discussion for 
some time and the necessity of such ac- 
tion was shown by a recent accident to 
the 10-inch main near the pumping sta- 
tion. 





Sprinkled Risks and Surplus Lines 
It is a noticeable fact at Detroit as 
well as other places that the increasing 
number of sprinkled plants is doing 
much to solve the surplus-line question. 
Many of the new factories nowadays are 
sprinkler equipped and constructed with 
a view to securing a low rate. This 
general tendency has taken much “sur- 
plus” business off the market in Michi- 
gan. It has also brought in the mu- 
tuals to a greater extent, and this has 
enhanced competition. If it was not for 
the fact that many manufacturers are 
still afraid of sprinkler leakage, it is 
safe to say that nearly all large plants 
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RATE ADVANCE EXPECTED SOON 


Detroit and Grand Rapids to Be Affected 
Most—Increase Will Be Gradual, 
But Permanent 





The rate advance is scheduled to take 
effect in Michigan shortly. As in other 
western states, the Dean schedule will 
be the basis of the new rates. Much 
of the work has already been done in 
connection with the readjustment of 
the 25 percent advance. This is true, 
especially of the smaller towns. With 
the exception of Detroit and Grand 
Rapids, which will be affected to a 
considerable extent, and certain special 
hazard risks, the state will not be no- 
ticeably disturbed. Although the in- 
crease in premiums will be considerable, 
it is not believed that the advance will 
be as great in other western states. 
Stocks in Detroit and Grand Rapids 
will go up considerably and unprofitable 
classes will be brought up to a profit- 
able rate. Manager Chapman of the 
Michigan Inspection Bureau states that 
whatever increase is made will be per- 
manent and not merely for the purpose 
of reimbursing companies on their San 
Francisco losses. The low loss ratio 
in Michigan for the past few years has 
acted to prevent a radical advance on all 
classes. 

Agents say that the longer the ad- 
vance is delayed the better, and that 
the announcement of a few failures on 
account of San Francisco will imoress 
the necessity of the companies collect- 
ing more premiums on the public mind. 
However, the advance will be made very 
shortly and the agents and public will 
have to make the best of it. 

There is some speculation as to how 
the companies will stand by the ad- 
vance. Some companies are in need of 
premiums very badly and may be 
tempted to disregard the advance. It 
is generally believed that with few ex- 
ceptions the companies feel the need of 
recouping their losses sufficiently to in- 
sist upon the bureau ratings. It is un- 
derstood that in Detroit, for instance, 
the Germania has instructed its man- 
agers to make no individual ratings but 
to accept the standard, and there is gen- 
erally a much better condition prevail- 
ing in Michigan than before the fire.

Some of the local agents in Wisconsin 
located in the smaller cities and towns 
report that Chicago brokers are again 
endeavoring to place business located in 
Wisconsin at less than the tariff rate. 
A number of instances have come to 
light where these outside brokers are 
attempting to edge in on Wisconsin lines 
and place at least part of them in sur- 
plus line companies or companies not 
represented in the smaller places. Some 
of the agents have appealed to their field 
men and companies to protect them 
against these encroachments.

After Unauthorized Mutuals 


Unauthorized mutual companies, which 
are said to be operating in Oklahoma, are 
likely to be investigated by the Oklahoma 
insurance department. It is declared that 
three-fourths of the lumber, mill and ele- 
vator companies in the territory have 
placed their insurance in unauthorized 
mutuals, organized outside the territory 
to care for risks of this sort. The law 
provides for the imposition of a penalty 
upon the insured who places his insur- 
ance in unauthorized companies. It is 
said that the proper authorities will be 
instructed to arrest any adjusters of these 
unauthorized companies who come into 
the state to adjust losses. 





Minnesota Coinsurance Clause 

In connection with the recently re- 
ported violation of the Minnesota state 
law by agents in Duluth and other points 
failing to secure the signature of as- 
sured on coinsurance clauses a diver- 
sity of opinion has developed as to the 
necessity for this. It is reported that 
the attorney-general, in 1903, gave an 
opinion that it was not necessary for 
the assured to sign each coinsurance 
clause, but that a general written re- 
quest addressed to the agent or agents 
placing the insurance would clearly 
meet the requirements of the law. The 
companies generally have been working 
on the idea that each clause must be 
signed by assured, not only the one 
attached to the policy but the duplicate 
attached to the daily report. 





American Guaranty to Quit 


The American Guaranty Fund Mutual 
Fire of St. Louis is preparing to cease 
business. The company is actively en- 
gaged in cancelling its policies. The com- 
pany has on deposit with the Missouri 
department the sum of $150,000, but this 
deposit cannot be withdrawn until its 
policy liability is cancelled. This com- 
pany has had a rather checkered existence 
lately. It was organized about twenty- 
five years ago by J. E. & G. L. Werth of 
St. Louis. The Werths lost control of 
the company a few years ago and it was 
reorganized with H. C: Huiskamp as 
president and J. W. Daugherty, secretary. 
Mr. Daughterty withdrew as _ secretary 
some time ago and the company has been 
run under new management since that 
date. Mr. Huiskamp was largely inter- 
ested in the guaranty fund put up with 
the department, and it was decided by 
the guarantors to cease business.

The serious agitation over the heavy 
water losses sustained by companies on 
the Hayden Brothers’ sprinkled depart- 
ment store at Omaha, Neb., has caused 
the governing committee to institute a

thorough investigation in order that the 
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actual facts might be known to the com- 
panies interested. Deputy Inspector Claw- 
son finds that sprinklers were in opera- 
tion about twenty minutes after the ar- 
rival of the fire department, but there 
is no certainty as to the actual time be- 
fore the arrival of the fire department, 
but it is presumed they operated about 
two hours. 

It has not been customary for this firm 
to keep a watchman on duty Sundays 
and holidays, and there is no doubt what- 
ever, in the opinion of companies, that 
had a watchman been on duty, or some 
form of central station supervisory been 
installed, the fire would have been dis- 
covered before much damage could have 
been done. 

The experience of this fire has indi- 
cated the necessity of a watchman or 
sprinkler supervisory service in all 
sprinkled risks, particularly merchandise 
where the stock is susceptible to water 
damage, and has resulted in the adoption 
of a mandatory watchman clause by the 
union. 





WATER SUPPLY AT DAVENPORT 





Improvements Made Put the lowa City In 
Splendid Shape in Its Fire Pro- 
tection Service 





The Davenport Water Company of 
Davenport, Iowa, at its own solicitation, 
has spent nearly $100,000 this year in 
increasing supply for consumption for 
fire protection in the business section of 
the city. This company is a private cor- 
poration, and has heretofore been the 
leader of any city of 200,000 population 
in its service and its system of filters 
are known all over the world. * 

Davenport has heretofore had a sup- 
ply area of 28 inches, which has now 
been increased to 32 inches; all cross- 
sectioned with 12-inch and 16-inch feed- 
ers, and each block and section gated 
so any one section, in event of a break 
or accident, can be shut off and not 
impair the balance of the service. 

The supply is taken direct from the 
Mississippi river. The pumping capacity 
is 16,000,000 gallons, with six pumps 
pumping from the river to the settling 
basin, thence to the reservoir on the hill 
(elevation 180 feet), with a capacity of 
5,000,000 gallons. The reservoir station 
pumping capacity, 12,000,000 gallons, is 
fed by one 12-inch and one 16-inch sup- 
ply pipes from the river station; thus 
now giving the city good fire protection. 

Davenport is favorably congested; the 
whole area has 5,052 acres, thus giving 
the fire department less ground to cover 
and the water pipes less friction than in 
many cities. The fire department is free 
from politics, thus keeping old and re- 
liable men on thé force. The citizens 
of Davenport claim it has the best water- 
works system of any city of its size in 
the United States.

Companies Lose Their Suit 

The insurance companies which fought 
paying losses under policies on the 
Crocker hotel, Minneapolis, which was 
demolished by the toppling over of an 
adjacent wall, have lost. The adjacent 
building had been gutted by fire and the 
walls rendered insecure. The companies 
set up in defense that a strong wind blew 
the walls over, thus destroying the 
Crocker hotel. In his opinion the judge 
holds “that it would seem reasonable that 
when a fire has gutted a building leaving 
high and long walls without support, and 
has weakened the same so that by ordi- 
nary and natural causes operating thereon 
they fall so soon after the fire that there 
was no time to secure them or to take 
them down, and in the fall damages an 
adjoining building insured under a 
standard policy, the insurer of the latter 
building must pay such damages.”

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NEW SENTIMENT NOTED. 


THE public interest aroused by the dis- 
covery that Supreme Court Justice R. D. 
MARSHALL of Wisconsin had expressed 
himself to an agent of the Union Cen- 
TRAL as willing to receive a rebate is a 
significant indication of improved ethics 
in the business. A year ago the sugges- 
tion that a man who accepted a rebate 
was not worthy to occupy a seat on the 
bench would have been laughed down. 
Now Judge MarsHa tt finds himself in a 
rather unpleasant predicament, the object 
of a storm of criticism, which with one 
or two papers goes so far as to demand 
that he leave the bench. 

Insurance men do not take the matter 
so seriously as this, but they will not be 
slow to take advantage of the incident 
and use it for all it is worth in their 
work. 

The case is not dissimilar from that of 
SAMUEL UNTERMEYER, who, while in 
Columbus at the recent legislative com- 
mittee hearing on life insurance, boasted 
that he had received a rebate. 

The Armstronc legislation, which 
makes the receiver of a rebate equally 
guilty with the giver, is doubtless respon- 
sible for much of the sentiment which 
has been created. 








JOHN A. McCALL’S ESTATE 


Tne fact that Joun A. McCate left an 
estate valued at only $40,385 shows that 
the stories regarding his fabulous wealth 
previous to the life insurance investiga- 
tion were unfounded. Yet perhaps 
Mr. McCart made himself in fact re- 
sponsible for these stories by building a 
residence which was one of the show- 
places of New York and which is under- 
stood to have cost over $500,000. Whether 
a salaried official of a life insurance com- 
pany, without other resources than his 
salary, shows good judgment in trying to 
live on such a scale is rather of personal 
than business interest and yet it suggests 
an attitude toward the company and its 
policyholders which is not beyond criti- 
cism. Mr. McCart admitted that he 
made mistakes in his life and perhaps 
this was one of them. 








TREMENDOUS EXPENSE 

Asie from the actual sum to be paid in 
losses at San Francisco, the attendant ex- 
penses will be enormous. The outlay for 
the machinery work, living and traveling 
expenses, compensation for extra help 
and the like will aggregate a large 
amount, 

Take the one item of exchange that the 
foreign companies have to pay to get 
their money to this country and it will 
equal a small conflagration fund. One 
company, with a loss of $5,000,000, counts 
on paying $150,000 for exchange. It will 
cost the foreign companies over $1,000,000 





to get their money over to this country 
to pay San Francisco losses. 

The public overlooks these many inter- 
esting phases of fire insurance. The com- 
panies are not only paying enormous 
losses but the necessary expenses in set- 
tling them are most heavy. The foreign 
companies are expending this large 
amount to get funds to this country in 
order to meet their obligations promptly 
and also to preserve intact their United 
States assets. Such facts should be made 
known to policyholders by agents. We 
hear indignant comment at times about 
companies draining one section or one 
country of money in taking premiums. 
Now we have a good object lesson to 
show how foreign countries and our east- 
ern corporations come to the rescue of 
stricken claimants and cities wherever 
they are located. 








ACTION IS COMMENDABLE. 


TuHE statement issued by counsel of 
the CommerctAL Union, PALATINE, AL- 
LIANCE of England, NorwicH UNIon and 
INDEMNITY as to their position under the 
earthquake clause in their policies, estab- 
lishes a definite line of procedure as to 
their San Francisco losses. 

These companies entirely set aside all 
questions of sentiment and business di- 
plomacy. They stand squarely and fairly 
on their written contracts. If they are 
liable under those contracts, they are 
willing to pay every dollar. If they 
are not, they will pay nothing. There 
is the ring of genuineness in such a 
position. If companies disregard an 
earthquake clause which they believe re- 
lieves them from liability, why have 
the superfluity in their contracts? If a 
clause or condition is worth anything, it 
is worth defending. Fire insurance is 
not a philanthropy, not a system for pay- 
ing the assured losses sustained by 
divers causes. Companies cannot, with 
justice to their stockholders and policy- 
holders ruthlessly disregard policy con- 
ditions. 

The companies referred to deserve 
credit for the firm, clearly defined, hon- 
orable position they have assumed. 
There is no ambiguous verbiage in their 
statement, no attempt to assume a false 
light. Each declaration of fact is clearly 
substantiated by what appears to be law 
and evidence. 

In the face of hostility and insane 
ravings on the coast, agents of these 
companies realize that their superiors do 
not lack courage when there is a call 
for fortitude. Business men should ap- 
preciate the fact that these corporations 
are standing firm on the contracts they 
issued. 








SPECIAL SERVICE CONTRACTS 

THE best thing that could happen to 
the State Lire of Indianapolis would be 
to have all special contracts declared 
illegal by the courts as being in violation 
of the anti-rebate law. The idea of spe- 
cial service by these contract-holders is a 
pure myth, as everybody in the insurance 
business knows. The State Lire is a 
sound company and its officers have 
worked hard to build it up to its present 
proportions, but it ought to be patent to 
the management, without intervention by 
the state, that it is time to quit the 
schemes which it has outgrown and to 
do its. business hereafter along legiti- 
mate lines. 


Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


Out in San Francisco and Oakland 
adjusters still find prices for living 
touching the high spots. Fare that 
appears reasonable at home is tripled 
on the coast. Two adjusters con- 
cluded they would move to a family 
hostelry in Frisco a few days ago that 
escaped destruction. On picking out 
a modest sort of room they found the 
price to be $150 a month for one man 
covering only lodging. The same 
room in this neck of the woods would 
rent for $1 a day. On pricing room 
with a bath, the princely figure was 
$250 a month for one man, and a two- 
month tenure was required. The two 
adjusters concluded to hold down their 
back bedrooms in Oakland costing $65 
per month. 


When the eastern adjusters read the 
reports of the fire patrol of San Fran- 
cisco they were impressed with the 
number of cases where “fire walls” 
were given as having fallen on ac- 
count of the earthquake. The patrol 
made a report by blocks showing what 
damage was done, and these docu- 
ments form the foundation for action 
as to earthquake depreciation. The ad- 
justers felt that as so many “fire 
walls” had fallen the earthquake dam- 
age must have been severe and the 
companies would have strong evidence. 
It remained for A. G. Sanderson, Ohio 
state agent of the A®tna, to cause a 
complete change in the character of 
these reports. Mr. Sanderson got in 
touch early in the game on his ar- 
rival in Frisco with the fire patrol 
heads and found the current use of 
the phrase “fire wall” in Frisco meant 
something entirely different than it 
does in the east. In Frisco “fire 
wall” means the parapet wall that is 
found on many buildings topping off 
the straight walls going up from the 
foundation. It is really the ornamen- 
tal wall, often above the roof. In 
Frisco it is called “fire wall” because 
z is supposed to be a break against 
re. 

When the real significance of the 
term was discovered by Mr. Sanderson 
it was communicated to the adjusting 
bureau and the facts given to the com- 
panies. The falling of a parapet or 
ornamental wall meant something en- 
tirely different than the leveling of a 
heavy fire wall. 

Frank Weidman, a local agent of 
Owosso, Mich., while at all times ready 
to supply his customers with first-class 
indemnity against fire, has not been alive 
to his own interests, and is, therefore, 
considerably out of pocket. One night 
recently he went info the cellar of his 
building, corner of Main and Elm streets, 
with a lighted match, to look for a gas 
leak. The explosion soon followed and 
the building was completely wrecked. The 
tenants, Lewis Loomis, sustained a 
loss of $3,400, with $1,400 insurance, but 

r. Weidman’s loss will amount to 
$6,000, with not a dollar of insurance. 


The adjusters engaged in San Fran- 


cisco work had a group photograph 
taken on the ruins of the city hall. 
An effort was made to get out a full 
attendance, and as a result 200 are in 
the picture. It will be a valuable 
souvenir. 


S. F. Weiser of Chicago, special agent 
of the Dubuque Fire & Marine, has re- 
turned from an extended trip through 
the east where he has been looking over 
the ground for the purpose of reporting 
his recommendations to the home office 
regarding the extension of the company’s 
plant to eastern territory. The Dubuque 
is already in Pennsylvania, New York 
and Maryland. It now contemplates en- 
tering Ohio, West Virginia and Massa- 
chusetts. That Mr. Weiser was sent on 
this important mission by the home office 
shows the confidence that is reposed in 





him. 





Future of Fire Under- 
writing Discussed 


New York, Aug. 7—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—There is much quiet talk 
here among financial men and under- 
writers as to the future of fire insurance 
after the San Francisco disaster, the 
heaviest blow the business has ever re- 
ceived, ‘ 

During bad years, the companies have 
relied on their banking departments to 
help them out. After Baltimore came 
a sharp rate advance and a profitable 
year. 

The San Francisco bird is one of an- 
other color. Perhaps the assets of thirty 
companies are all wiped out. The drain 
on stockholders is terrific. There is no 
uniform rate advance. Many  under- 
writers feel that rates are as high as pos- 


sible.

The companies that have already re- 
tired and those that will retire will 
cause a 30 percent reduction in the 
amount of carrying capacity. Add to this 
the scaling down of lines of other com- 
panies and you have a serious condition 
confronting large cities. Where are the 
heavy assured to get sufficient indem- 
nity? 

Even the large companies which have 
ample resources to meet San Francisco 
losses and still will have remaining a 
handsome surplus are not in the same 
position to carry the liability they did 
before the disaster. Every company do- 
ing bysiness in San Francisco is more or 
less crippled. All these companies will 
cut down on their big city liability, be- 
cause they have not the former surplus 
to back them up. This will make a still 
greater stringency in the market.

What are the prospects for new com- 
panies? 

The Continental, most brilliantly man- 
aged was able to swing the Fidelity, with 
ease. It could organize two others with- 
out trouble. The Etna, Springfield, 
Royal, L. & L. & G, North British, 
Home and German American, could each 
launch a company without difficulty. The 
probability is that they will not. 

It is becoming more and more arduous 
to organize a million-dollar fire company. 
The San Francisco experience will ren- 
der it more perplexing. The profit in 
the business for some years has been 
alluring, but financial men see the hazard 
to which a company’s money is exposed.

If legislatures pass an unlimited lia- 
bility law as is predicted in some quar- 
ters, monied men will not desire to own 
fire insurance stocks. Again, legislatures 
will take a turn at passing laws restrict- 
ing the liability a company can carry in 
a congested center. 

Take a company that had $25,000 
premiums in San Francisco. The average 
loss in the burned district to cover this 
premium is $1,300,000. There are many, 
many second class towns in the coun- 
try where companies receive $25,000 
premiums. The liability in these cities 
will have to be cut down too. Stock- 
holders will no longer permit another 
such exposure as San Francisco. 

* * * 


In the congested centers of all our 
cities are situated the worst kind of con- 
flagration breeders. In a large number 
of our manufacturing processes, gasoline 
is used as well as other highly combusti- 
ble and volatile products. These manu- 
facturing risks jeopardize the entire city. 

Prominent underwriters here, in view 
of the decreased carrying capacity, see 
no other alternative than for municipali- 
ties to take a stern hand in protecting 
property. High water systems must be 
established, dangerous manufacturing 
risks must be forced to the suburbs and 
isolated, building laws must be more 
strict, height and area must be limited, 
etc. Insurance companies must penalize

SECURITY TRUST & LIFE DEAL 








Pittsburg Life & Trust Takes Over the 
Business—Company Has Had a Varied 
and Unsuccessful Career 


The Pittsburg Life & Trust has pur- 
chased the Security Trust & Life, and it 
is understood the head office of the latter 
will shortly be moved from New York 
to Pittsburg, where the two will be op- 
erated under one management. 

The Security has had something of 
a checkered career, never being able to 
secure a_ real firm footing that 
would insure its permanency. The com- 
pany was incorporated in 1871, but did 
not do any business to any extent until 
1895. It made a specialty of substandard 
business, but soon found that it was a 
loser on account of this business. Since 
then it has been endeavoring to get a 
profitable class of business on its books, 
but has not been very successful. 

Ex-Governor Robert E. Pattison of 
Pennsylvania was the main factor in the 
company until his death. He was then 
succeeded by Thomas Bradley, a business 
man of Philadelphia. George B. Luper 
and his son, Dan, have been active in the 
agency department of the company, the 
former being general manager. 

The Pittsburg Life & Trust is one of 
the yonger companies, it being organized 
in 1902, but has been successful in its 
operations. It has gone along modestly 
and will get considerable business by its 
deal with the Security Trust & Life. 

The last report of the Security Trust 
& Life showed assets $2,786,230, surplus 
to policyholders $403,435. It had in force 
at the end of last year $21,316,029 in 
business. In 1905 it wrote $5,793,225 in 
new business. 








Reinsures Fraternal 

The Kansas City Life Insurance Com- 
pany has reinsured the risks of the 
Fraternal Home of Hamilton, Mo. The 
last annual report of the Fraternal Home 
showed the association to have 7,300 
members, with $7,300,000 insurance in 
force. The risks are said to be well se- 
lected, and the mortality experience has 
been low, as the average age of the mem- 
bers was comparatively low. The Kansas 
City Life Insurance. Company will en- 
deavor to take up the old assessment con- 
tracts and issue in the place ordinary 
life policies at a slightly increased rate. 
The Fraternal Home’s membership is 
largely confined to Missouri and Arkan- 
sas, where the Kansas City Life has 
most of its business. William W. An- 
derson, president of the Fraternal Home, 
becomes vice-president of the Kansas 
City Life.

Distinct from New York Life 


Progress is being made in the new 
life insurance company which is being 
promoted by parties officially connected 
with the New York Life. While here- 
tofore it has been assumed that the pro- 
posed institution when launched would 
act in concert with the New York Life, 
it is now definitely announced that it will 
be a distinct corporation and will be 
formed under the laws of New Jersey. 





It will have a capital stock and a con- 
siderable portion of its shares will be 
held by agency directors of the New 
York Life who had an interest in the 
Nylic fund. It is understood that the 
new institution will be headed by Dar- 
win P, Kingsley and Thomas R. Buck- 
ner, and that both gentlemen will retire 
from the service of the New York Life 
once the new company be launched. If 
such be the case it is safe to assume 
that a large number of leading New 
York Life agents will go with them. 


RECEIVER IS NAMED BY COURT 
Affairs of the State Agency Company of 
Indiana Will Now Be 
Wound Up 





George C. Hitt of Indianapolis on Mon- 
day was appointed receiver of the State 
Agency Company, with the acquiescence 
of the company in the suit for receiver 
filed by dissatisfied stockholders several 
weeks ago. The company asked that the 
original complaint be expanded to in- 
clude the allegations that recent pub- 
licity and notoriety given to the com- 
pany has resulted in suits for the cancel- 
lation of numerous notes and demoralized 
the agency force so that the business of 
the company was seriously threatened. 

The company has on hand about $270,- 
ooo. The par value of stock that has 
been paid for in cash is $250,000 and 
apparently the par value will be paid 
back to stockholders. Those that paid 
$15 to $35 premium for the stock will 
have to take their chances in getting back 
the premium payments, the total of which 
is about $180,000. There are about $160,- 
000 in notes, taken instead of cash, in 
payment of stock. The makers of these 
doubtless will endeavor to have them 
canceled on the ground that they were 
obtained by misrepresentation; the re- 
ceiver on the other hand will doubtless 
endeavor to collect these notes and com- 
pel the makers to share alike with cash 
buyers of stock in the distribution of the 
assets of the company. It is intimated 
that people who may lose on the stock 
bought will endeavor to hold the State 
Life officers responsible and to recover 
from them. There is considerable due 
agents in commissions, which were to 
come out of the notes when paid and 
the agents will demand this money. 

Looking at the financial’ prospects of 

the agency company, there is a _ large 
part of the money it received that cannot 
be got back. During the brief existence 
of the company, $200,000 was paid out 
in commissions to agents and in office 
expenses. Of the $158,000 in commis- 
sions, $40,000 is yet due. The expenses 
of the company outside the commissions 
were $45,000. 
O. L. Van Laningham, first president of 
the agency company, made a proposition 
to buy the State Agency Company. The 
proposition was to pay the stockholders 
at once the par value of their stock and 
the balance in one year with 6 percent 
interest. For the premiums paid to 
agents he proposed to give stock in the 
Great Western Agency Company at Kan- 
sas City. He agreed to deposit $10,000 
in trust and in addition to deposit the 
assets of the State Agency Company in 
trust as a guarantee that State Agency 
Company stockholders would be paid in 
full. An effort will be made to get 
action quickly by the receiver on Van 
Laningham’s proposition. If it is not 
accepted Vice-President Quinn of the 
State Life, assisted by N. J. Dilday, presi- 
dent of the agency company, will proceed 
to reorganize the agencies in Indiana and 
Illinois under the old system again. 





May Require a Reserve 

Insurance Commisioner O’Brien of 
Minnesota still has under consideration 
whether to make the American Guaranty 
of Chicago, an investment bond concern, 
put up a reserve under its bonds. The 
matter has been brought to his attention 
and he is still deliberating. Some con- 
tracts of the company have a clause to 
the effect that if a man dies before the

HOLDS THE PRUDENTIAL LIABLE 
Supreme Court of Minnesota Decides the 


Payment of Premium Consummates 
the Contract of Indemnity 





When an applicant for insurance pays 
the first premium by cash or note and it 
is accepted by the company’s agent as 
such, then the contact is consummated ac- 
cording to a decision just handed down 
by the supreme court of Minnesota in 
the case of Nellie J. Kilborn against the 
Prudential. 

Timberlake & Coan, general agents for 
the company, sold a policy to one Clint 
Maxon, December 24, 1904, at the village 
of Knutson, Minn. At the time Nixon 
made out promissory notes for $61.36, 
payable six months from date. These 
were taken by the local agent who for- 
warded Nixon’s application to the home 
office with the statement that $61.36 had 
been paid in advance upon account. 

The company issued a policy and 
mailed it to its Minnesota office for de- 
livery. December 26, before the policy 
arrived, Nixon was shot. The agents re- 
turned the policy to the company with 
this explanation, “No premium was ever 
paid upon this application and therefore 
no liability exists.” ‘ 

The beneficiary under the policy 
brought suit to collect. The lower court 
held that no liability existed because no 
actual payment of a premium had been 
made other than the notes, which were 
returned by the company to the Plaintiff 
as soon as the demise of the applicant. 

The supreme court holds that the policy 
was exectited with the understanding that 
the premium had been paid to the local 
agent and that the company is responsible 
within the scope of the law for the acts 
of its agents. The syllabus of the court 
is as follows: 

1. When an applicant for insurance 
pays the first premium to the agent the 
contract is consummated when the com- 
pany accepts the application, executes a 
policy and deposits it in the mail directed 
to its agent for delivery to the applicant. 

2. An agent is presumed to be acting 
within the scope of his authority. 

The agent of a foreign insurance 
company who was authorized to solicit 
insurance in this state had authority by 
force of s. 88, chap. 175, Gen. Laws 1895, to 
collect the first premium. 

. An agent of a foreign life insurance 
company authorized by chap. 175, Gen. 
Laws 1895, to solicit insurance and collect 
the first premium, has apparent authority 
to take a promissory note for the first 
premium. 

5. Unless the applicant for insurance 
has knowledge of express limitations upon 
the authority of the agent the acceptance 
by the agent of a note in payment of the 
first premium is binding upon the com- 
pany. 





Jumps on Special Schemes 
Superintendent Vandiver of Missouri 
gave a hearing to Tiernan & Stout of 
Fort Scott, Kan., managers for the Chi- 
cago Life, southwestern department, and 
T. C. Mitchell, agent for the company in 
Kansas City. It was alleged that the 
company had been placing special con- 
tracts in Missouri, which was forbidden 
by a ruling of Superintendent Vandiver. 
Mr. Vandiver instructed the company to 
immediately cease issuing these contracts. 
Some time ago the department revoked 
the license of T. C. Mitchell of Kansas 
City, representing the American Central 

Life, for selling special contracts. 





Union Central and Taxes 

Back taxes to the amount of $182,728.88 
must be paid by the Union Central 
Life if the supreme court of appeals 
sustains the decision announced by 
Judge Hoffheimer of the superior court 
in Cincinnati. The country treasurer 
brought suit some months ago claim- 
ing between $2,000,000 and $3,000,- 
000 in back taxes. The amount of the 
judgment was for taxes on money on 
deposit against which checks had been

written which were afterward canceled, 
not having been used. The court held 
that the non-taxing of the money on 
deposit was illegal. President Clark of 
= company said an appeal would be 
taken.

Washington. a 
PACIFIC MUTUAL SEEKS FACTS 








interrogates Companies Along Lines of 
Agency Work and Management and 
General Inside Operations 





Secretary Russell of the Pacific Mu- 
tual Life has sent out a letter to a num- 
ber of the life insurance companies, seek- 
ing information along different lines in 
order, as he puts it, that his company 
“may not go astray” on agency plans. 

He asks the companies whether they 
follow the branch office or general 
agency system. If the branch system is 
followed, he inquires as to what renewals 
if any are allowed the manager and what 
perquisites. If the general agency sys- 
tem prevails, he desires to know what 
commissions are paid, whether exclusive 
territory is given and so on. He also 
would like to know what officer at the 
home office gives attention to agency 
work and his salary. He seeks informa- 
tion as to a number of field men and their 
salaries. He would like to know the first 
year’s cost of business exclusive of home 
office expense, medical fees and inspec- 
tions. He also inquires what proportion 
of deferred and annual dividend busi- 
ness is written. He asks as to whether 
these companies have agency clubs and 
what proportion of the expense is de- 
frayed by the companies in their meet- 
ings. Another question is regarding com- 
pany papers and agency bulletins. He 
would like to know the system of adver- 
tising in insurance papers and others and 
the amounts expended. 





Five-Minute Topics 
The committee on five-minute topics 
of the National Association of Life 
Underwriters has selected the follow- 
ing subjects for discussion at the na- 


tional convention in St. Louis next 
October : : 
1. How can it be demonstrated to 


the public that the soliciting agent is 
essential to the successful conduct of 
life insurance? 

2. By what lines of action this com- 
ing year can the national association 
advance the whole association 
movement both in its own life and 
growth and in its public influence and 
usefulness ? 

3. How can the meetings of local 
associations be made most attractive 
and most productive of benefit to the 
business of life insurance? 





Will Formulate a Report 


The committee of fifteen of insurance 
commissioners and _ state officials ap- 
pointed at the Chicago conference to 
recommend uniform laws expects to be 
able to reach certain definite conclusions 
at its meetings in St. Paul, Aug. 22.

CURTAILS ITS CHICAGO LOANS 


Northwestern Mutual Is Reducing the 
Amount of its Mortgages in Order 
to Be 


Conservative 





The Northwestern Mutual Life is 
curtailing its loans very noticeably in 
Chicago. This action does not mean 
that the company lacks confidence in 
Chicago investments, but it is due to 
the criticism that was made by the 
Wisconsin legislative committee. The 
Northwestern Mutual is the heaviest 
single loaner of money in Chicago, it 
having from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 
in mortgages on property in Chicago 
and Cook county. The committee seems 
to think that it was injudicious to have 
so large an amount invested in a single 
city, owing to the possibility of con- 
flagration loss. The company has been 
calling in its loans as fast as they 
matured until the amount gets down 
to a more modest figure. The loan 
agents of the company say that 5 per- 
cent is to be the practical basis of its 
future operations in Chicago. 





ORGANIZE MANY NEW COMPANIES 





Plans of the United States Life Endow- 
ment Being Patterned by Institutions 
in Process of Formation 





Following the lead of the United States 
Life Endowment of Chicago a number of 
companies of a similar nature are being 
organized. The plan of the United States 
Life Endowment is to charge a monthly 
premium of $1 for all ages and to grade 
the benefits according to the age of the 
assured. Benefits are paid the bene- 
ficiary on the monthly installment plan 
so long as the beneficiary remains un- 
married. The United States Life En- 
dowment, which began business in Chi- 
cago a few years ago, is the parent com- 
pany. Since it was organized the Na- 
tional Life Endowment of Jacksonville, 
Ill., started and a similar company is be- 
ing promoted at Evansville, Ind. 

At the present time at least four new 
companies are in process of promotion in 
Chicago on this system. 

E. P. Barry, formerly manager of the 
Bankers Life of New York, is promoting 
the Preferred Life. The Preferred re- 
cently took over the Anchor Life Endow- 
ment of Springfield. 

The Chicago Endowment Life is being 
promoted by Charles W. Horn, who was 
formerly an agent of the United States 
Life Endowment and is a well-known in- 
surance man. Walter E. McCornack, an 
attorney and former football coach, is 
one of the backers of this company. 

Another new company is the Federal 
Mutual Life Endowment, which is being 
promoted by E. C. Kingsbury, a banker 
at 225 Dearborn street. George N. Smith, 
formerly with the John Hancock, has be- 
come connected with this new company 
and will act as the insurance man. 

Edwin C. Kingsbury is president; A. C. 


Clark of the Clark Theater Curtain Com- ’ 


pany, secretary; Emory S. Kingsbury, an 
attorney, treasurer. 

Still another company is being promoted 
by J. S. Chenneour, well known in insur- 
ance circles, who is located at 2 Sherman 
street. His company will be known as 
the Peerless. 





To Result in Law Suit 

A. S. Rennie of Chicago, former Illi- 
nois manager of the Security Mutual 
Life, announces that he will sue the 
company for alleged breach of contract. 
A severe strain came on between him 
and the company, resulting in his con- 
tract being terminated, both sides mak- 
ing sundry charges. Mr. Rennie opened 
an office next door to the Security Mu- 
tual’s suite and is placing most of his 
business with the Illinois Life.

CLASH AS TO WISCONSIN LAWS 
Some Companies Claim Host Interprets 


Statutes According to His Own Ideas 
and Tries to Enforce Them 








Commissioner Host of Wisconsin is 
endeavoring to enforce his interpreta- 
tion of the dividend distribution law. 
He holds that after there has been an 
accounting, the assured can withdraw 
the dividend in cash if he desires. If 
he does not, Mr. Host declares it belongs 
to him and must be paid even if the 
policy lapses or becomes a claim. 

Attorney-General Sturdevant is not so 
sure of Commissioner Host’s position and 
says there is a flaw in the statute. He 
told Commissioner Host he could not 
legally force the Mutual Life to agree 
to his interpretation, but as the Mutual 
Life will have to go on an annual divi- 
dend basis on Jan. 1, it was not disposed 
to kick up a fracas and agreed to dis- 
tribute dividends annually in cash and to 
substitute annual dividend contracts for 
all others issued since the new Wiscon- 
sin law went into effect. 

Some companies will probably put up 
a fight, especially those that issue con- 
tracts providing that dividends shall be 
applied to reduce the premium paying 
period or to convert a life policy into 
an endowment. 

The Fidelity Mutual, for example, 
pushes very strongly its policy wherein 
all dividends are applied to reduce the 
premium paying period. Commissioner 
Host claims that such a policy is. illegal 
in Wisconsin. The company holds that 
it is not, as Mr. Host is interpreting the 
law to suit his own notions. 

Commissioner Host says he has com- 
plaints against the New "York Life that 
it is not complying with his version of 
the law and in consequence he will make 
an investigation. 





Best Month for Lincoln National 

July has proved the best month so 
far in the experience of the Lincoln 
National Life of Fort Wayne. The 
company wrote $515,500. straight insur- 
ance last month, which is “going some” 
for a new company doing business 
strictly on the level. 





Returns from Six States 

The Provident Savings Life by vote 
of its directors has decided to retire 
from Minnesota, Mississippi, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. The agency plants in 
the various states will be disbanded. 
The Provident Savings finds that the 
business done in these states is con- 
ducted at too great an expense to 


justify the results. In Minnesota the 
remiums collected last year were 
$27 27,000. The main agent of the com-

DOUBLE DEALING 





1S CHARGED 


Complaint Made as to Practices of Some 
Companies in Operations of Their 
Special Agents 


Considerable complaint is being heard 
in casualty circles of some of the com- 
panies that employ a corps of special 
agents to solicit liability or surety busi- 
ness. No objection can be found to the 
employment of these special agents so 
long as unfair advantage is not taken 
on brokerage business. It is charged that 
in some of the offices in the big cities 
when a broker makes application for a 
rate on any class of business, it is re- 
quired chat the risk be cited, the payroll 
and expiration be given before figures 
can be quoted. The office then adopts 
the customary method of consulting its 
records, in order to ascertain whether it 
carries the business at the present time. 
If it is not found on the books, a figure 
is quoted. As soon as the broker leaves 
the office the information is given to 
one of the special agents, who after 
the business. The interests of the broker 
are entirely overlooked and the special 
agent is granted authority to make an 
attractive at meng to the assured, dis- 
counting the rate given the broker. The 
company can afford to do this by giving 
off all or a part of the brokerage that 
would have been paid. 

The brokers, by an interchange of in- 
formation, have “spotted” the offices in 
the large cities that go over their heads, 
and these offices are on the black list. 

In order to avoid all suspicion, some 
of the surety and liability companies 
have felt it better to dispense with spe- 
cial agents entirely. This probably will 
not be done in cases where managers 
and companies have not been engaged in 
a double deal. 

The Peoples Surety of New York has 
given notice that it will not employ 
special agents in the conduct of its 
business. .

Will Adopt Salaried System 


It is likely that the Pacific Mutual 
Life in its accident department will es- 
tablish a new system in the larger cities 
by introducing the salaried manager sys- 
tem and have its own cashier. The sal- 
atied manager will be employed to work 
up brokerage business among life, fire 
and general insurance agents. This sys- 
tem is followed by the Preferred in some 
of the large cities and has been found 
very successful. 





Relies on Local Managers 

The Bankers Surety under its new ad- 
ministration is placing much responsibil- 
ity on its managers so far as local un- 
derwriting is concerned. The company 
takes the ground that while it has a 
general line of policy to follow, yet its 
local managers are of a sufficiently high 
grade to know conditions in their locali- 
ties well enough to advise the company 
as to risks. Its field men also keep in 
touch with conditions in the different 
states and the company believes that 
through these men and its local man- 
agers it is able to follow a policy that 
will be successful. 





Putting in Salaried Managers 
The United States Fidelity & Guaranty 
is by degrees replacing its general agen- 
cies at large points by salaried managers. 
Some years ago the company handled 
much of its field on the department plan, a 





department manager handling from one to 
four or five states on a commission. 
Later the company broke most of these 
departments up into smaller general 
agencies. 

President Bland is himself doing con- 
siderable field work for the company, at 
any rate enough to make him familiar 
with local conditions by personal ob- 
servation on the ground. 


CRITICISES JOYCE’S COMMENTS 





Well-Known Surety Underwriter Has 
Something to Say on New Form 
of Fidelity Insurance 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 6—To the Editor: 
—President Joyce’s comments in THE 
WESTERN UNDERWRITER of Aug. 2, on the 
new policy of fidelity insurance, to be 
issued by the National Surety, are open 
to criticism by surety underwriters, 1 
believe. 

Secrecy is strongly urged as an ad- 
vantage to save the feelings of the 
trusted employe, which may be hurt by 
requiring him to make an application. 
This reason might have been urged fif- 
teen years ago, but now the official or 
employe objecting to this requirement is 
justly an object of suspicion already. 
Many will disagree with Mr. Joyce in 
his statement that requiring a bond from 
the confidential man destroys “apparent 
reposal of faith.” Every trusted man 
knows that he would not be retained for 
a minute in his confidential relation, bond 
or no bond, if he were not trusted fully. 
It is faith in men, not in insurance, that 
keeps men in positions of trust. Bonding 
may help to keep them honest, but not 
secret bonding. 

Mr. Joyce implies that the great work 
accomplished in the past by earnest surety 
underwriters in educating the public and 
popularizing the use of fidelity bonds is 
unavailing. He is taking a backward 
step. Requiring bonds is not expressing 
doubts, not in this city; it is simply fol- 
lowing what has become an established 
business practice. How long, may I ask, 
would a great corporation or business 
house hesitate about retaining in its em- 
ploy a man who refused to make appli- 
cation for a bond? 

Suppose secret fidelity insurance is 
adopted, how long will the corporation or 
business house keep the insurance secret? 
Surely not longer than the first loss. 
Then the secret is out. Then every 
other employe knows that his employer 
secretly doubts him. Certainly this situa- 
tion does not tend towards mutual con- 
fidence. “There is more faith in honest 
doubt.” 

Doing away with applications simplifies 
the business and relieves the assured and 
the insurer of some detail, but does not 
I submit, tend toward a careful selec- 
tion of risks. Employers rely more upon 
the careful investigation of the fidelity 
company than upon the security afforded 
by the insurance. What becomes of this 
investigation under this new method? 
What becomes of the moral effect? 

From an underwriting standpoint, with 
very careful selection» the losses have 
been as heavy as the companies can well 
afford to pay. Without investigation the 
percentage of undesirable risks will in- 
crease largely ior obvious reasons. 
Bonds aie certificates of character, and 
a high standard should be maintained. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that 
I do not believe this new insurance will 
become popular. Secret service may be 
necessary and desirable in governmental 
affairs, but not in simple business rela- 
tions. Let us leave it to the police and 
private detective agencies, and stick to 
underwriting, open and above board.

that reinsured these cash-without-dis- 
count companies are raising considerable 
stir over the practice, although they can 
-do nothing. 
Big Fellows to Fight 

Just how long after Aug. 18 compro- 
mise settlements can continue is a ques- 
tion. The small householders and minor 
‘business men have had to get their 
money and have been willing to com- 
promise. The large bulk of the big 
claimants declare they will put up a fight 
to win for a dollar-for-dollar settlement. 
It looks now as if dozens of suits will 
be filed in a short time. The earthquake 
‘clause companies will have hundreds of 
suits filed against them. These com- 
panies will not allow one case to be 
used as a test, so every claimant will 
‘have to bring suit, resulting in the court 
dockets being badly crowded. 

Many Cases Delayed 

Naturally there are many adjustments 
that cannot be reached for some days 
‘because of the physical impossibility of 
disposing of them. The claimants will 
have to wait and be patient. 

Companies leave all suspicious and 
crooked claims over. It is not difficult 
for the keen adjuster in sizing up the 
claimant to discern a dishonest schedule. 

Where losses have been adjusted the 
assured makes his rounds to get drafts 
He meets with all sort of propositions. 
The big claimants refuse any material 
compromise and will probably bring suit. 

The great horde of mediocre lawyers 
are on the eve of a great harvest. They 
use the methods so well known every- 
where. The tactics of these attorneys are 
threats and bluffs. The really high-class 
lawyers are dignified in their conduct 
and command respect. 

Argument That Is Used 

These attorneys acknowledge earth- 
quake damage but contend that it should 
be deducted from sound value and not 
the face of the policy. Many of the 
large claimants are simply waiting until 
Aug. 18 to see if their adjusted losses 
will be paid in full. Where corporations 
have losses here and do a big business 
all over the country, they have taken up 
the settlement question at home offices.

If business and commercial 
interests cannot get enough indemnity 
they must see to it that the municipalities 
give a larger protection. 

A hundred new small companies with 
$100,000 net surplus each would only be 
one big company with $10,000,000 net 
surplus. One hundred new small, com- 
panies would cut but comparatively little 
figure in our large centers. 

These are thoughts that should re- 
ceive attention. In the opinion of un- 
derwriters here, San Francisco has forced 
on the business interests of the country 
momentous problems.

FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 











Local agents in view of the serious 
conditions in the fire insurance world are 
not warranted in allowing policies of 
reinsured companies to stand without 
the liability being assumed by the 
reinsuring company by proper indorse- 
ment or a new policy issued in the rein- 
suring company. While no disastrous 
results may come to focal agents through 
these reinsurance deals, yet it is fair to 
suppose that a company that has rein- 
sured or will reinsure after exhausting 
every effort to hold together is in bad 
straits financially. It may go into the 
hands of a receiver any time. From now 
on until the end of the year will be a 
struggle on part of companies that have 
reinsured to get from under their San 
Francisco losses at as large a discount 
as possible. It is a question whether all 
of them will be able to carry out their 
program. If a receiver is appointed, it is 
quite likely that an effort will be made 
to get back the reinsurance reserve. 
Local agents cannot afford to take 
chances on these policies that have been 
taken over by other companies unless 
they are amply protected by the reinsur- 
ing company. 


The recently promulgated forms for 
writing rent and rental value insurance 
have been shelved, as it has been found 
that they will not answer in all states on 
account of anti-coinsurance laws or 
standard coinsurance clauses. The gov- 
erning committee of the Union has there- 
fore adopted the forms given below, from 
which the coinsurance feature is omitted, 
thus making their use permissible in all 
teritory:

any loss which he may sustain not ex- 
ceeding the amount so named, by reason 
of said dwelling being destroyed, or so 
damaged by fire as to render it unin- 
habitable, thereby necessitating the rent- 
ing of a residence elsewhere.
